Was lie a True Prophet? 

Aftor the « Seven Weeks' War'— tho 
last Austro-PrnsBinn war— M. Prevoat- 
Paradol wrote a book entitled 'La 
Prance Nouvello.' This remarkable, 
almost apocalyptic, book acquires a 
strango and melancholy interest when 
road in the light of subsequent events. 
In it iho author' indicates, In terms as 
unuquitocal as the boldest Fronohman 
dared omploy, the present and possiblo 
futuro position of his conutry. The 
subsequent death of Paradol throwa a 
romantic and molanoholy interest around 
his work. It will be reoolleotod that he 
was Bent to represent his country at 
Washington, where he committed sui- 
cide, about the time tho present war 
broke out. In explanation ot that de- 
plorable act, no more feasible theory 
has yet been suggested than that so 
dearly did he forieeFronflih deolonaion, 
a* the result of tho present struggle, that 
ho Hought in death oblivion from nation- 
al humiliation. It is not the object of 
these romarks to point out bow far cir- 
oumstancas would appear to justify tho 
extreme viows entertained by tho gift- 
ed and patriotic but unhappy Min- 
ister; hut a glaBOe at one or 
two of his propositions may not prove 
altogether devoid of interest at the pre- 
sent moment. 'Which,' he asks, 'is 
the result of the events ol 1866 for 
Prance 1 Whereto do theso events 
carry ub? 1b Prussia going to follow 
in peace her invading march through 
Germany ? or shall we attempt to stop 
it or at least enoouuter it, sword iu 
baud 1 Which of these alternatives 
mn Bt we choose 1* Submitting theee 
two hypothesis to a rapid survey, the 
author begins with that of a war bo- 
tween France and Prussia, whatever 
might bo the pretext or occasion of it. 
'Will we,' he asks, 'be victorious ovor 
Prussia V The existence of serious 
doubt and foreboding in his own mind 
aa to the result of suoh a contost is un- 
questionable. * Not long ago,' he solili- 
quises, 1 when there wore questions 
a' out the military power of the States 
on the Continent, the only quostion wc 
propounded to ourselves was whoihor 
Franco would bo able to affront a Europ- 
ean coalition ; now the question we ask 
oursolves is whether France could resist 
the single power of Prussia.' and then 
breaks away as if from a sort of melan- 
choly reverie, exclaiming, ' Be it as it 
may, wo shall either be defeated or wo 
shall' win ;' and he continues, 'Let us 
take op first the latter, and by far the 
mogt pleasant hypothesis— that of victory. 
Suppose we get it. What would wo 
do with it?' Then he prooeeds to 
show that by tho annexation of Kheuish 
territory without referonce to identity 
of race or ot tongue France would only 
bo weakened, and that Prussia, recovor- 
inp from the first blow, would Unite 
with Russia, treat Austria as another 
Turkey, the German debris ot wh>oh 
would be for tho now Germany, and tho 
Slavonic for Russia ; the Eastern ques- 
tion would be settled without a hoarinjr. 
from France ; uud Great Britain, 6uffi- 
ciently paid for her coraplaieauco by 
the peaceful possession of Egypt, would 
rest in amiable quiescence. 1 Before 
such a situation,* he excluims, 'drawn 
with rather soft than faithful hand, should 
wo hesitate in throwing aside, at least 
in this Bupromehour, all our internal 
griefs, and seek victory or doath undor 
the nationnl flag ? And how could lile 
bo a prize to us if wo were oblige*! 
henceforward to carry it on a half de- 
molished debris, covered yet by the pavi- 
lion of old France, but that could not 
float any moro but at tho rv ill of all Eu- 
ropean capr'ces ?' It is in this pathotic 
outburst that it clearly seen in the im 
print of that soul which sought esoape 
from national humi'iation. 'Bo it, 
however,' he continues, ' that this strife 
beoomes inevitablo on account of our 
blundors, it should bear us only the 
troubles of victory. Victory may bo un- 
faithful, and we must now consider the 
hypothesis ot defeat. Let us suppose 
for a momeut that Prussia, alono, or 
aided by Russia, should win it. Wo do 
not neod to iuaist long in showing thai 
it woold be the tomb of Fretich gran- 
deur and he proceeds to intimato tho 
Burrcndor of Alsace and Lorraine, and 
tho reduction of the army and navy to 
the minimum indispensable for tho 
maintenance of domestic poaoo and for 
the polioy of oommorco, as tho possible 
immediato results of au unsuccessful 
war. Tho author noxt proceeds to con? 
aider tho hypothesis of peace ; and he 
unresorvodly pronounces tho systomatio 
and prolongod inactivity ot France, 
while witnessing tho continual aggran- 
dizement of Prussia and tho progress 
ot German unity, ai BCaioely loss to bo 
fearod than dofoat. ' It it sad,' ho pro. 
coeds, « to think of it; but both reason 
and truth show us vory clearly that the 
result of ioaotion would bo about the 
same ub if Franco was thoroughly de» 
foatod, with tho only difference that ia 
tho first caso it would burst lorlb in a 
milder nud more gradual form. Be the 
the union of Germany in a single State 
accomplished in the presence of French 
inaction or after a French defeat, thai 
fact alone would be the declension 
beyond call of French grandeur,* 
Theso lait words, wbioh wo 
havo taken tho liborty of putting in 
italics, havo a aort of prophotio ring 



about them. It will bo soon that Para- 
dol assumed tho declension of France 
as inevitablo alike undor victory, defeat 
or peace. Taken altogothor, tho book 
is a romarkabl one, and it derives 
cumulative interest from the circum- 
stance of its author having apparently 
given a martyr's testimony to his be- 
lief in tho truth of his prepositions. 

Too Smart, 

There is suoh a thing aa over smart- 
ness ; and somo people hava been known 
to be hoisted on their own petard, A 
fow years ago tho Canadians made cer- 
tain improvements to navigation on St. 
Clair Flats. Finding thoso inadequate 
to tho increasing trade of the Upper 
Lakes the American Government last 
year undertook to construct a canal 
across theso flats which would connect 
with the deep water on citbor side, A 
Canadian voesel, engaged in carrying 
timber to the works, was seized by the 
United States Customs authorities. 
Tho seizure was made under circum- 
stances which ovokod newspapor com- 
ment, on tho Curodiun sido, upon the 
potty ppito manifostod by tho Ameri- 
cans. It was, moreover, claimed that 
tho seizure was illogal and boldly as- 
serted that tho Canal itsolf was situa- 
tod in Canadian wators. Tho Ameri- 
can pross, on tho other hand, upheld 
tho act of the authorities in making the 
soizuro nnd nttorly ropudiated, as ' pre* 
posterous,' tho pretensions of tho Cana- 
dians, A survey was tho rosnlt of 
this apparently trivial affair, and it 
uas been demonstrated that not only 
was tho seizure illogal, being made 
in Cauudian watere, but tho Canal itself 
is also in Canadian wators. Mean- 
while a wondorful chango comos ovor 
tho lone of tho American press. All 
tbo swagger is now gone. Tho Buffalo 
Commercial, referring to this Bubjeot, 
says, 

'A great mistake hna been made, it is 
fsared, in locating tba St Clair Flats Ship 
Canal, now in prccass of consUucion by 
the Government. it was intended tlut tbe 
Caual Bbould be entirely within the bounds 
of the United Slates ; but, oo the contrary, 
it is lound io be wholly within the Dominion 
of Canada.' 

The obvious moral to this little story is 
that, as between individuals so betweeu 
notions, tho Goldpu Rulo in tho best. 
Well, the Canul in question belongs to 
Canada, and although constructed at 
tho expenso of tho Americans, thoy 
can only use it by permission! 



Mat dial Development on tbe 
Pticilic Slope. 

(From tho Chicago Republican) 

The Oregon newspapers are furnishing 
statistics, comparing diflerent parts of ibe 
Pacific eoaat with their own, and citim for 
their State and Washington Territory a great 
and permanent superiority over tbe ci untry 
further south and east. They show that 
while tbe population of California and No- 
vada has largely diminished and their mining 
and agricultural rtsciurcen fallen of], tbeir 
section has steadily increased in all these 
respects without artificial aid, and that tbe 
North Pacific road, while it will iocrt-aae 
tbeir facilities, will add but a trifle to tbu 
solid resources that abound in tbo Stale. 

Tho history ol all trold mining communi- 
ties is uniform. They grow poor on thu 
metals taken from the soil. It is drained 
) away lo enrich communities whico Oo not dig 
t it, and iD exchange for thoso neceksary sup. 
I plina which are in themselves an evidence ol 
nometbiDg richer than gold to tho Htatea that 
produco them. 

With all its miLes of procious motalg, tba 
only present reliubla soorce ol wealth iu Cal- 
ifornia is its agriculture; and tbo develop- 
ment of one good furm is of more impor- 
tation to the Statu than a dozon geld mines. 
The neglect of this source of wealth, and 
tbe fever of speculation in mining stocks, 
have dwarfed tho political power and re- 
sources of the country, and nearly ovory 
business interest ia languishing. 

It is nnw well understood that the com- 
mercial murt of the Pacific is not ultimately 
to be the Bay ol San Francisco, but oo 1'uget 
Sound, The great BbeeS ol water, penetrat- 
ing deeply into the continent, bordered by 
endless forosta of valuable timber, with iron 
and coal minos, and fertile agricultural lands, 
blessed with a coul, moist climate, is to bo 
thu fumro seat of Puoilic Kmpire. From iti 
countless harbors are to spring the shipping 
that will compete for lha trade of China and 
the Indies, ond develop the wbnlo and other 
fisheries of tlio northern Ocean.

LAST NIGHrS DISPATCHES. 

Europe. 

London, Sept 10— Tho Bavarian Goven- 
meet is negotiating for admission into tbe 
North German Confederation. 

A dispatch from Strasbourg says 4000 
Batien troops aro lighting night and day in 
tho third line. They are exposed to a con« 
tinual fire frem iho defences. Over 2000 
citizens have been killed and COO buried by 
falling walls. Hundreds of expelled Ger- 
mans hf ve been killed between tbo fires of 
the opposing armies. 

It is said that the Prussians hold Stenay. 

Twonty-throe thousand Prussians were at 
Vitry le Francis yesterday. 

Bkdesel% Sept 10— At the present pace 
of the army tho Prinoe Royal and the Ba- 
varians should be in their designated posit 
tions around Paris on Wednesday next. 
From thepo points they will slowly close in 
on tha French fortifioatioos. 

A Prussian foroo was at Campeigne this 
forenoon. 

Paris, Sept 10— Light draught Frenoh 
gunboats aro asuondiug tho Rtiine. 

All tho railroads and material, as well as 
tho bridges, in the Departments of Seine and 
Marno bnVa been desirayud. 

Tho Bank of Fiance will be removed to 
Tours. 

Alter to-morrow the eupply of gas will bo 
out off from the cily. 

London, Sept 10— Information recoived at 
thu Pruman limbussy at London raskes it 
oertaiu that King William has rosolved to 
ignoto the revolutionary Government in Paris 
as destitute ot all shadow of authority. In 
the event of the occupation of Paris he will 
(rest with no officials save those recognized 
by tho Emperor Napoleon. 

Sedan, Sept 9— There ate now marobing 
on Paris fiv* coips d'urmees, and a Ba- 
varian corps left Rijour at 5 o'olock. Tbo 
oiher corps have ull been ordered to take 
up their respective positions ten leagues from 
Faris, on Ihe 14th. 

Paris, Sept 10 — Tbo afiernoon papers re- 
port the following: Tbe PlQflsiaoa having de- 
manded tho surruDder of Laon, tbo Frenoh 
commandant opened the gales and when the 
Prussian troops hud get well insido tbe oo 
mandant fired a miue, blowing up ihe citadel 
and killing and wounding a great number of 
the enemy. 

M. Bonneville has resigned the French 
Ambassadorship at Vieuna (?). 

This evening tnera is considerable excite, 
oc the receipt ot a report that Bazaiue has 
succeeded in cutting bis way out of Metz 
and is now marching towards Paris. 

The Prussians aro advancing very leisurely 
on Palis. The French foroos evacuated 
Chutsoy as the Prussians appeared before 
the town, destroying the railroad as they re- 
treated. 

London, Sept 10— A letter from Paris of 
the 9 ti, evening, says — Tho session ol Gov- 
erunneut lasted until C in the morning. A 
propoaiiim was made to call a Constitutional 
Convention to iinp^it formal authority to 
tho Government. MomherB were divided oo 
the question, five voting for and five against 
a convention. Aocording to French pailia- 
mouiary rules the vote decided tbequesiion In 
tbe affirmative. The members opposed to the 
convention were Liiiion, Gambetta, Pulletou, 
Feni and Rochefort. 

Berlin, Sept 10— The conditions of pesoe, 
as piiuted by the Gazetie de France, are 
grossly exaggerated. Prnssia demands do 
three billion francs os indomnity, nor the 
surrender of any porlioa of ihe iroucUd fleet, 

Nanct, via London, Sept 10— Bazaine, 
in a isoent sortie, iaflioted heavy losses on 
the Saxon laudwohr on Pont de Moai'soo. 

Paris, Sept 10, 4 p m — Pruisian scnuis 
have appeared at Montreal and various other 
places. Two corp« of 100. 000 rnen each 
were advancing in that neighborhood. 

Tho telegraph lo Soissoni has been cnt. 

New Yokk, Sept 11— A Paris special last 
night H.iys ihe prospects ot peace aie more 
favorable. Austria and Russia have oon- 
njnted lo negotiate with Germany, and ben 
gan by insisting on an armistice. Tbe 
Envoys ol Russia and Austria, authorized in 
the name of all neutral powers to protest 
against any dismemberment of France and 
uj intervention to secuio the suspension of 
hostilities. 

An attempt will atones be mado lo ad- 
just terms of peaco by Hismaiok and Von 
Beust's active negotiation, bat Bismarck 
insists as preliminary to arrangement that 
tho Prussinn army corps shall bo encamped 
within twenty miles ol Paris as satislaotion 
to Iho public opinion ol Germany. 

Paru, ^ept 11 — The Eastern railroad is 
still open to Nogent. The Prussians are ai 
Chateau/ and intend advanciug on Lallert 
and Juarre. Rolling slock road, with draw- 
biidgea and culveris, are all destroyed. 
Prussian scouts are reported at Si Villiers, 
Vertiiial, Cbattilliou, Mout Mirail, Yuilley 
and Seyaune. 

A large French army is forming in Fraoce 
whioh will be commanded by Trooba in 
peison and operate on iho German liuoi in 
case Paris is besiogad. 

Tbe existence ot an alliance between the 
United States, Austria and Italy, looking lo 
a termination of tho war, is moniioned, 

London, S.'pt 11 — Two lormidable demon- 
strations tuok pUce here to-day in favor of 
the French Republic aud agaiust monarchy, 
at homo and abrood. At tha meeting at 
Hyde Park Profea.ior Bosby mado a speech 
vigoronsly denouncing tho Embassy of tbe 
liriiiHti Government, and charging it upon 
the Queen by namu thai sho was encouraging 
tho King ot Prussia to march on Paris for 
tlm purpose of destroying the niw French 
Republic, At a mooting si St Jaraos' strong 
resoluiiuus were adopted, dououncing tho 
inconsisionoy ol ibe Prussian advance ou 
Paiis. 'iho feeling in this city ugainat ihe 
Government and Royal family is extremely 
Oii ter, not only among avowedly democratic 
classes bat generally amoug tho conservative 
masses. The impressioo made by tho lead- 
ing journal ol this city that the loruign pol- 
icy ol the Government ha< been dioiuted by 
per-onal prejudice otleeling in Iho interest of 
Ihe Queen's lumily, hiB produced a foaling of 
general iudignatioo. 

Madrid, Sopt 11— Tho Govcrnmont and a 
prominent committee of tho Deputies have 
agrcod to postpone tho Convention of tho 
Cortes. No date has been fixed. 

Eleveu hundred addition il troops loavo (or 
Cuba Monday, and 1000 moro ou Saturday. 
The sieatncr Santa Mad re also tailed with 
800. Th6!0 aro tho fiist iustulments of tho 
10.000 promised, 

Gun Do Itodas has tonderod hi-i resigna- 
tion, tho aoceptanco of which is undor con- 
sideration. 

Ostjcnd, Sept. 11 — Tho latest intelligence 
from Fiusaiau Hoad Quartets is, that in re- 
ply to propositions mado through tne Austri- 
an Legation King William declares that ha 



will listen to no proposals except from the 
Imperial Government of France. 

London, Sept. 12— The World's spooial 
correspondent telegraphs : — This city is be- 
ginning to be isolated — we have no mail to- 
day from London — no dispatches have come 
through by telegraph except irom newspa- 
pers. 

The Government exorcises supervision ol 
office at Place de la Bourse from which 
alone dispatches are allowed to be sen!. 
The aspect of Ihe city is perfecty tranquil. 
No fears ef mob violence aro entertained 
by any one. I have nover seen order moro 
perfect than since tho proclamation of the 
Republic. 

Henri Roehofort who was so much feared 
is in offi»a and manifests most conservative 
temper. He is of great nse in controlling 
extreme radicals. 

The Legations of Austria and Russia are 
busy at work in interest of peace, and it is 
believed they would have already secured 
an armistice had not the Government of En- 
gland blocked the way by its hesitating and 
bold, boatile attitude. Tbe Englieh Govern- 
ment is believed to have counseled with tbe 
King of Proisia contrary to the wishes ol 
Count Bisrrark in order lo crush if possible 
the Republic. 

©j high authority Bismark desiros Deither 
Alsace not Liraino, and is anxious lo socaro 
peace as early as possible, but King William 
iB bitterly opposed to any negotiations with 
the RepuLlic, and insi«ts ou advancing on 
Paris to crush tha Revoluiion beforo tho lo- 
ver can extend to Germany. 

Paris, Sept 12 — Sener Mordineau has ar- 
rived in Paris. He brings the assurance 
that the Dalian Government has determined 
to lorestall all revolutionary movements in 
Italy and Rome by an official occupation of 
Roman territory, without tbe slighleet inten- 
tion of harming tbo people. The Italian 
army now occupies all roads, north and 
south, leading into Roman territoiy, and tbe 
Italian squedron is at Civita Vcoobio. 

The Prussian Government has notified the 
Italian that il has no intention ot interfering 
in any way with tbo question of Rome or the 
occupation of ihe city. 

A popular vole will be taken throughout 
tbe Papal States upon the annexation ot the 
Papal territory to Italy. 

The Ministry has just made public tbo fol- 
lowing important intelligence : Tbo Prus- 
sians atlaoked Tout on Sa'urday at 5 o'clock 
in the morning and persisted until 9 in the 
evening. They were constantly repulsed and 
many of their batteries dismantled. More 
than 10,000 Prussians were placed hors de 
combat. 

At Montmedy on Thursday iho gairiaoD 
splendidly repulsed the Prussian attacks. 

The Prussians have surrounded Meaux, 
Iboy hove arrived in force at Creoy and are 
approaching Noisy. 

Paris was cheered this morning by a re- 
port that Russia is insisting on an arrnistico,

It is said the 
Prussian advance has been stopped in con- 
sequence. 

Loudon, Sept 12— Advices irom Florence 
are to the effect that the Italian troops en- 
tered Roman territory to-day. The Italians 
will immediately strip the Pope of his power. 
Tbo looal authority of tbe Papal territory 
bat not been disturbed by tbe Italians. 

A speoial to the Evening Telegraph, dated 
London, Sept 12io, says tbe siege of Taris 
is now fairly commenced. Tbe Prussian 
forces in detachments are formed In a semi- 
circle around Parit at a distance of about 
25 miles. In this position tbe army halted 
at the request of tbe Ru-sian Minister, that 
King William and Count Bismarck may con- 
sider tha proposition for aa armistice emana- 
ting Irom Russia and Austria. Paris remains 
tranquil.
